These affidavits state that Bed Gross packages were not 
issued! frequently they were held haek by the Japanese until they were badly 
deteriorated and spoiled before delivery to the prisoners} there was a large 
quantity ef Bed Crete medical supplies at the snap but only snail amounts were 
delivered to the prisoner-doctor sod the result was that he could not give the 
prisoners proper ears} and large quantities of vitamin pills cruse to the camp 
and, despite repeated requests for then, they were withheld Owes. 6, 9, 14, 26,

Prisoner Blsas wi at the camp from 16 January 1642. He elate* that 
(Club Flat) Bashlaoto and {Tallow Olaeeoa) Hera, vara tba Japanese perpetrators 
of something net shown and tba victims are Hated aa numerous masSbera of tba eamp. 
Aloo (Leather wriet) Ckimoto and Captain Boaotaal are Hated as Japanese porpe- 
tratora of something not shewn and no data is given. This happened throughout the 
tine of imprisonment. hat how long ho was there it not shown. Captain Sosotani la 
described aa having informed the enlisted men that "he had given guards orders to 
nee their flete end boot# (hob-nailed)*. Bow they were to eat then is not shown, 
whether it was daring the tlae aoeaeed was In command is not shown (Kx. 13). 

Captain Cave, in his affidavit, states that he was confined at the 
oaap from 16 January 1643 to S3 Juno 1948. Croup punishment was administered then 
for the offenses of one aaa. If one nan was late for foraation. 360 sen were com- 
pelled to stand at attention for an hour. On# aaa was oaaght smoking so his bank 
end the entire group of sen were denied sacking privileges for a month. It Is net 
indicated whether or not this happened during the time aeonsed was in eoamaad (lx. 
19). 

Prisoner Jones was at the eamp from 15 January 1642 to 13 Septoabor 
1945. He alleges that aeeassd and the nedleal officer Salto abused prisoners. It 
is not shown whether or not this oeeorred when aeeueed was in command (Sat. 46) • 

(Club 71st) lashiasto was the perpetrator of something net stated 
and Hanson was the vietlm. Henson was seeking and "there was no reason except 
maybe he had heart the bed nawe on tho war* (aoensed wao not C.C. at this time). 

The victim in the next incident was Haul H, Hlttahaler. the perpetrator was Tel* 
low Clauses and the incident happened in July 1646. "He must have had a grudge 
against Cpl Bittahaler*. What he did is net shown, whether it was prior to 16 
July 1945 is not shown (St. 46). 

Prisoner Whitaker states in his affidavit that he was beaten on 3 
August 1646 (aeeueed was not la command at that time). Major Maynard wae beaten 
and kicked by Beehinoto and knocked into the latrine, which broke his glasses. 

This happened in April 1945. Whether it happened after 13 April 1645. when ae* 
eased took eoamaad. ia not shewn. Captain Beverly was forced to kneel by Lt. 
Bakanishi and he beat him with his unsheathed sword. This was in' June or July 
1945. It is not shown whether it was after 10 July 1945 when accused was re* 

Heved of Ms eoamaad (lx. 72). 

Prisoner Bittahaler stated he believea that it was between the first 
and fifteenth ef June 1945 when he was beaten V Tallow Blasses (% 74). 

Seaman lot class Wash states that ha was the vietlm (of what, not 
shown) in January 1946 by a Japanese *3 star Colonels Orderly * Jap soldier". 
Boating and kicking of officers in this camp was a daily occurrence. Whether 
aoensed was in command is not shown (lx. 89). 

In the Spring of 1946 Moulder, Sing, Hanson. Blttnhalor (sic) were 
abused and mistreated. The affiant states that the Japanese commander was the 
accused between 16 January 1942 to 14 September 1946 (This is contrary to other 
evidence end the specifications) (lx. 91). 

Prisoner Fomk states that Moulder died in November 1944. io other 
date is given ao to the unnamed victims (Bx. 92). 

Prisoner Lake complains about the food and states that ho was in tho 
camp from 16 January 1942 (Bx. 93). 

Prisoner Quinn, who was at tho oamp from 18 January 1942. alleges 
that aeeueed Baehimoto* Oblya ahd Ham administered beatings and cruelties and 
that aeeueed was commander and directly responsible (Bx. 96).

4i.. to Specification 1 1 Accused Salto was the medical off liter «t the 
Hiroshima Prisoner of War Camp Branch Number 1* There were medical supplies at 
the camp under control of* accused* Because the prisoners were underfed and sani¬ 
tary conditions were had there was ouch sickness among them* Accused issued eery 
little medicines. Iren upon requests from the prisoner-medical officers he would 
act release them. The prieoner-pedlcal officer had little la the wcy of suppllee 
or medicine! and when each was required the patient was referred to accused. The 
sen would line up and aceaeed would make them wait from two to fire hoars before 
he would begin to see them. The lines varied from 35 to 160 men. Prisoner Kellogg 
had been recommended for hospitalisation for diagnosis and treatment by the Ameri¬ 
can physician* 3e lay on his bunk for two weeks with little or no medicine because 
accused refused to send him to the hospital! after which he died* 

s-Sajor Slater had hemorrhages of the stomach! thought to be ulcers by 
the American medical officer* He requested accused to permit Slater to rest when 
he had pain, to famish a special diet for him or specially cooked rice, and that 
he be furnished a sufficient supply of alkaline powders for the treatment of ul¬ 
cere* The answer was that he could not rest during the daytime* that he would not 
be allowed special food or specially cocked rice and that he could have the half 
dosen powders which remained in a shipment from tho American Embassy at the begin¬ 
ning of the war* He was permitted to purchase Japanese alkaline powders in such 
insufficient quantities that he did not got one-third as much alkali as he requir¬ 
ed. On several occasions aooussd refused to see slater when he was in agonising 
pain, and refused to give him morphine or other sedatives on at least one other 
occasion when he was carried to him by two other officers who were hie room mates. 
Accused refused to admit him to the sick bay until three weeks prior to Me death 
when he suffered several hemorrhages of the stomach (Exe. 6,6,29,32,39,4s, 46,48, 
62,54,5?,58,69, 61, 64,73,82,83,89,92, 94, 96,96,97,99,100,105,109,113). 

As _ to Snsclflcatioq Prisoners wore required to stand at rigid 

attention during master. One night in November 1943 at the 8 o* clock meter ac¬ 
cused was duty officer. After the formation accused sent for Commander Payne, 

’G» S* if*, end stated that seven of the prisoners were not at attention during 
the muster and told him seven prisonera from his room were to report to Mm. 

Payne asked if he would designate the seven, as he did not know who they were, 
and accused said for Mm to got seven others to report. Payne returned to the 
room and explained the situation to the other offleers in the room* All of the 
officers volunteered to go and seven of this number was selected* Accused for¬ 
ced than to kneel in the passage in a very uncomfortable position with their 
knees folded up under them and arms folded across their chests for on© hour 
Ovx. 67). 


As to Specification 3 t Captain William Powell played a harmonica 
after lights were out one night. Accused forced him to remove all of bis cloth- 
lag and stand at attention under a bright light in a mosquito Infested area for 
an hour and a half to two hours wMle the "mosquitos swarmed on Mb" (Ex. 62,63). 


As toSpecification 4 i In October 1944 Captain Griffin ms given a 
severe besting by a guard known as "Club fist"* He ran to accused and explained 
the situation, bnt he slapped Mra several times and forced his to tjfcand at atten¬ 
tion in his office for five hours without rest (is. 42). 



Captain Sllsor Powell' states in his affidavit I 


"One night during the winter of 1944 I was standing uitMn 
six foot of the ashtray in our barracks, which was three feet be¬ 
yond the limit set by the Japanese for smoking, a guard entered 
the barracks and walked up to me end alooped me. The guard then 
called the Japanese officer of the day, 1st Lt. Slete, who took

Aeeaaad insisted on having all masters oat side, daapita the condi¬ 
tions of the weather. Be ordered various rigorous punishments, usually la re¬ 
quiring prisoners to reseda at rigid attention outside daring the viator without 
evwreeatfl for aaeh protruded periods of tine that they became thoroughly chill¬ 
ed. Be required prisoners to sit and kneel in aueoafortable positions for pro¬ 
longed period* as punishment for infraotions of regulations (St. 67).

As to Specification fi t Accused caused the prisoners to become sub- 
jested to mate punishment. If one prisoner was late for formation, all of the 
prisoner* were required to stand at attention for an hour. Often this was in 
cold and inclement weather. "In addition, Kobayaehi called us plga, sinister 
minded people and hurled other profane epithets at ns. He also told us wo were 
weak from practicing masturbation. He also often spat on the won. He would en¬ 
ter our barracks quite suddenly and if he did not care for the mj on® of tho 
men was standing, he would kick them or beat them with his flat. W® did this 
quite often. However, I can only recall tho nose of one mam who wna so kicked" 
(Ex. 47). 
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Be often bad an entire room of 33 officer* stand oatside In the cold 
for eose petty reason (Ex. 64). 

Because one of the prisoner* violated a tanking regulation acoased 
o&oeed 30 officer* in the *aae room to stand at attention for four boor* and 
their sacking privilege* vere taken away from than for two or three weeks (lx.68). 

AiLte Specification St Zn February 1344 acoased beat Chester Aloott, 
a prisoner at the camp, for about five aloates about the head and ehonldera with 
hie fists and a club. Be charged Aloott with dropping a hoe rather than placing 
it properly aaoag the other tools (Ex. 66).

Many 
of the beatings vers occasioned because of a minor infraction of some rule. He 
frequently used hie hands and feet in administering the beatinge* Be placed pri¬ 
soners in the guard bourne for Improper posture and improper execution of commands 
according to the regulations of the Japanese Amy (Ess. 10, 14. 4?, 62, 64, 61, 

96, 68, 69, 77).

As to Specification li Zn the latter part of 1944 accused discover¬ 
ed lieutenant Boh Oise, a prisoner of war, lying down during th© day. This was 
contrary to camp regulations. Accused "began hitting him with hi® artificial 
fiet telling him to go down to the office. This incident occurred on the second 
floor. Club Fiat was hitting Glee all the way to the head of the stairs and when 
he reached the etairs he gave Gise a good llok that knocked him down to the first 
landing of the stairs and then continued heating him down the rest of the stairs." 
this heating resulted in a number of eats and bruises (lx. 38).

Aa to Sp ecification3* In October 1944 Captain Griffin, prisoner of 
war, was beaten by accused. There was an order limiting gatherings of prisoners 
i to nine or less. Griffin was lecturing to seven off! ears and others were la the 
barracks at the time reading or engaging l"> other personal activity. Accused 
shouted in Japanese and when Griffin stated that he did not understand he etruek 
him with his fist. As he fell to the floor Ids head struck a bunk and. he was 
stunned. As he lay on the floor accused kicked hie lege and body. Several kicks 
were directed at hlsqplns. Aeonsed was wearing hobnail hoots with a metal tos 
cap. He was badly brulssd (Six*. 42, 44, 61, 81). 


As to Specification 4* Prisoner King woo on a work detail at a rall- 
aoad station. The Japanese searched all of the prisoners and King had something in 
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hit possession be should not have had, Accused beat King about the bead And body 
and kicked hla on the shine with hie hobnailed boot*. This beating lasted for ap¬ 
proximately fire minutes. Ring's legs rare scratched and bleeding and they sere 
swollen and sore for several days (B. 6, 31, 34, 32, 36, 91, 103), 

As,.to Specification Bi In April 1945 accused beat prisoner Martin 
in the face and kicked him on the shins with hobnailed shoes (Sxa, 36, 49), 

Ai_toSpcoification 6t Accused is eased as the Japanese perpetrator 
and George C, Qolich is eased as one of the victims on an undivulged date at Sen* 
tsujl, what, exactly, he did to Golich is not shown,^ However, Golic states this 
in the affidavit! "H&shimoto, would beat (by kicking & slapping) because of his 
hatred for Americans, 5s had bsaten many whose names, I do not know (many offi¬ 
cers)* (Ex, 41), 

As,to Specification ?t Accused knocked prisoner Gayhart to the ground 
ani, yhile he ms lying there, kicked and slapped him unmercifully (Sxe, 18, 36), 

An .to Specification 8; Boring one of the air raids in early 1945 the 
prisoners were crowded in a single room. Most of them had bad kidneys and had to 
frequent the latrine quite regularly. During such raids only a few men were allow¬ 
ed to go to the latrine at the same time. Major Maynard went to the latrine at 
this time and was knocked to the ground and into the urinal trough by accused. 

His body was bloody and well bruised by thie beating (ass. 31, 37, 41, 66,73, 88). 

Ai-ba. Specif lcatlon 9t During an air raid, about 15 May 1945, U. 
Hilten, prisoner of war, was apprehended by accused coming from the latrine. Be 
hit him three times with hie artifielal hand and kicked him eeveral times on the 
shine. Hie face ami legs wsre lacerated and badly bruised (15x^31), 

As to Specification 10t Prisoner Hanson either had sought permie- 
alon to obtain a light for hie cigarette or had obtained one from a civilian when 
accused forced him to assume the position of attention and beat him about the head 
and body and kicked him in the shine and testicles (Exs. 6, 13, 32, 34, 41, 46, 67, 
80, 81, 96), 

As to Specification lit It was accused•e practice to punish the pri¬ 
soners frequently by kicking them. This was done on the slightest pretext or for 
the smallest Infr ingeen t of the rules and for apparently breaking rules that no 
one else had ever heard of except himself. Be slapped or kicked an American pri¬ 
soner at least once a day. Be wore hobnailed shoes and kicked the prisoners with 
all his strength. Many of these kiekinge lasted as long as ten minutes and badly 
bruised the shine and legs of the prisoners. Many times it was difficult for the 
victims to walk after this abuts. Every fourth day he accompanied the work detail 
away from the camp and made it a habit to slap and kick the enlisted men who made 
ap this group. The balance of the time he remained at the camp with the officers 
and kicked and mistreated them in the same manner he did enlisted men. These fciek- 
ings caused considerable suffering to the prisoners and were entirely unjustified 
(Ixs. 4, 10, 13, 18, 36, 43, 78, 96).

Defense Exhibit 2 was introduced into evidence (R.181). It stated 
that during the three years the affiant was at the camp twenty Red Grose pack¬ 
ages, which supplemented the poor Japanese diet and saved many of the prisoners, 
were received,

Defense Exhibit 3 wae next received (R. 182). This affiant esti¬ 
mated that the prisoners received about 90 £ of the Red Gross supplies. He work¬ 
ed at the hospital and stated that there were adequate medical supplies, but on 
one or two occasions there was a temporary shortage. They cams primarily from 
the Red Grose, but if they did not receive adequate Red Cross supplies they were 
supplemented with Japanese supplies. Only on two occasions did prisoners receive 
treatment for injuries due to beatings. One came with a lacerated face canoed 
by accused Eaghimoto and another com to have his shins treated because of a 
kicking he had received from a guard. Aeeused seemed to be q good camp official. 
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Defense Exhibit 4 states that the affiant received a beating in 1942. 

He heard of other beatings about this tins but did not see any of them. 

Defense Exhibit 6 is a copy of a telegraphic report on the camp vhich 
described conditions as excellent. 

Defense Exhibit 6 was a copy of on undated telegraph communication 
of the Bed Cross advising of the favorable conditions at the camp. 

Defense Exhibit 7 is a translation of the Greater last Asia Army 
orders respecting rations for prisoners. It provides for 390 grass of rice and 
idlest for officers per day and 570 grams for warrant Officers and enlisted men. 

Defense Exhibit 8 is a translation of a journal of the caap which 1 

described conditions at the camp. 

Defense Exhibit 10 is an abstract from the monthly reports showing 
the food produced from the farms at the camp. 

Defense Exhibit 11 shows the number of prisoner deaths at the main 
camp and at the branch camps. 

Accused Hoaotani, after having been advised of his rights, chose to 
take the stand and to testify in his own behalf. The gist of hi® pertinent test¬ 
imony is, as follows! Be explained the photographs in Defense Exhibit 12-66 (R. 

188-201). S3© arrived at the camp 14 January 1942. He was in charge of prisoners 

affairs and was not second in command at the camp under any of the camp commanders. 
According to orders in April and Kay 1946 he vas ©asp commander. However, Colonel 
Rondo's office was in the same building and he had to ask the Colonel’s permission 
concerning most things in administration of the camp (R. 205). He had no control 
over food distribution. When the prisoners complained about food he reported it 
to the Colonel (R. 207). He had no authority to punish prisoners. Between April 
and 21 July 1946 he had authority to decide whether a prisoner was to be hospital¬ 
ised or not. As to Red Cross food parcels, he had no authority In their distribu¬ 
tion. H© merely transferred the request to the esmp commander (R« 206). In No¬ 
vember 1944 the senior prisoner officer approved a distribution of 40 to 40 Red 
Cross boxes to the camp personnel (R. 208-209). If accused had seen any slapping® 
committed by any persona under his rank he would have stopped them. He did not 
see his subordinate officers elap anyone. He heard that accused Haehtraoto slap¬ 
ped prisoners and he warned him and scolded him on many occasions. He had no 
other authority but to report it to the camp commander. He also instructed the 
civilian employees at least once a month not to administer private punishment. 

He did not know of any occasion when accused Eobayashl or accused Hara mistreat¬ 
ed any prisoners (R. 216). Swing the time he me camp commander a prisoner 
working party complained to him that the guards pushed them when they were work¬ 
ing at the railway station. He vent to the station and told the company men and 
the guards that if necessary the prisoners could be searched but violent action 
against them was forblddeb (R. 227). As to Specification 4, Charge IX, he did 
not refuse to issue the Red Cross food. Someone had stolen some of the food par¬ 
cels and he asked Captain Lineberry to take full control of them. He refused 
and accused had to care for them. Be had them moved Into the sick bay because 
he thought they would be safer from thievery there, when a number of officer 
prisoners moved from Zenteujl in June 1945 he suggested that they each carry a 
box of Red Cross food with him. Colonel Richardson told accused that they had 
so many other parcels to carry to the other camp that they d^d not desire to 
carry them (R. 233). further the Colonel stated that it would not be right to 
carry these led Cross parcels into another oaap before prisoners there who had 
not such supplies. At Zentsujl Camp there was a large amount of medical sup¬ 
plies stored for the other camps. Of these, only a small amount tra© allotted 
for Zentsujl camp itself. Under Colonel Rondo*s order, when the prisoner offi¬ 
cers were transferred the medical supplies were transferred to Hiroshima head¬ 
quarters (R« 233). During his command of the camp he did not permit any of 
the camp personnel to administer any private puaishmest (R. 233-234). Concern¬ 
ing Specification 5b, Charge II, he stated that there was an air raid and lieu¬ 
tenant Ifeklnlshl ordered the prisoners not to be cut. Lieutenant Hilton dis¬ 
obeyed this order and Nakinishi pushed Mb back inside. Accused heard about 
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this incident Inter. He did not hear about any slapping or kicking of Lieuten¬ 
ant Hilton. He denied that Martin was ever punished, as alleged in Specification 
6c, Charge II. He had no Interaction as to what Specification 5d, Charge II, re* 
fere (B.334). Major Hi chard eon requested accused to pay more attention to Major 
Slater's illness. Be talked to accused Salto about It and Major Slater was plac¬ 
ed in the sick bay about a month prior to his death (R. 267). He was told that 
Major Slater received a special diet (R. 268). 

Shiro Asabuki, defense witness, testified that he was a civilian 
employee at the camp from January 1943 until June 1945 (R. 303, 303). After 
Major Slater's death he learned that he was a believer in Christian Science. 

He did not know of an instance where accused Salto refused to treat a prison¬ 
er {R. 306). 

Xeiiehl Ikeda, physician, took the stand (R. 333). The synopsis 
of the pertinent parts of his testimony is, as follows) He served at the camp 
as medical officer from 12 April 1945 to 32 or 33 August 1946 <E. 334). Ac¬ 
cused Salto wae his superior at the camp. The medicine was locked in a room 
(3. 335) and when the American doctors wanted medicine they case to the wit¬ 
ness and requested It. lo such request wae denied (R. 336). 

Yosbida, Toshoo, doctor of medicine, testified that he knew accused 
Salto for about two years (R. 351). Accused Salto asked the witness to come to 
the camp and examine prisoners Slater. Both of them diagnosed hie condition ae 
gastric ulcere, but because he wae weakened no operation wae performed, farther, 
it might have been a case of gall bladder trouble. The treatment Slater received 
wae adequate. Accused Salto is an honest and conscientious man. He has great 
ability as a physician because of his high reputation among medical officers (R. 
360). During the war he visited the camp about five times. He saw the room where 
the sick prisoners were kept. There were male nurses there and the room was heat¬ 
ed. He thought the room adequate for the care of the patients (R, 363). 

Kasuo Kanehisa, formerly a sergeant at the camp (R. 366), stated that 
he recalled that accused Hosotani reprimanded accused Hashimoto for pushing a pri¬ 
soner toward an ashtray (R. 367-368). 

- Character witness Kenji I ahIda read ® prepared statement concerning 
accused Hosotani wherein he described his good character and gave examples thereof 
(R. 3750377). He read statements from Professor Klko and Mr. Gkita who stated in¬ 
stances showing his good character (R. 377-379). 

Tashio Ayano testified that he had been a Medical warrant Officer in 
the Imperial Japanese Army and served at Zentaujl Camp from ,! April 1943 to 30 
May 1945. Accused Salto was his immediate superior (R. 380). Accused Salto held 
sick call for the prisoners three times a week and each lasted two or three hours. 
The number who went on sick call averaged about 30. There was never a time when 
there were ae many as 150, nor did they wait so long as to cause a prisoner to 
faint. Accused Salto examined .the prisoners in the eick bay three times a week 
and when a patient wae in serious condition he examined him every day. The siok 
bay could accommodate about 30 patients. In one room of the sick bay there was 
heat. Coal was used, but after the witness left he thought they used charcoal. 

He knew prisoner of war doctors Van Peenen and Moore. Both of these prisoners 
treated patients most of the tine (R. 381). They were given medical supplies 
from the hospital with accused Salto's permission. A receipt had to be signed 
when American Red Cross supplies were issued to them. Dr. van Peenen, but not 
Dr. Moore, signed them. Be knew of no instance when such supplies were need 
for Japanese personnel. The Japanese were short ofi medicines in tablet form. 
Accused Salto was the witness' doctor and he considered him competent (E« 383). 
There vae a microscope and the prisoner-members of medical affairs were allowed 
to use it (R. 383). He knew of no tine when accused Salto refused to treat a 
patient. Major Slater wae in the sick bay from a half to one month prior to 
his death. He did not know of a case there accused Salto refused to treat Ma¬ 
jor Slater (R. 384). The prisoner of war doctors and accused were friendly and 
had no arguments (R. 385). He was transferred to Hiroshima Main Camp, Part of 
his duties at this oamp was to receive monthly reports from the nine branch camps. 
Zentnuji Humber One Camp had the smallest number of elek prisoners and the small¬ 
est number of deaths among the prisoners of the branch camps (R. 386). Be did 
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sol see accused Ssllo punish a prisoner of ear or chase a prisoner oat of the 
side line* Xt took; one or two hoars to oosqpouad end deliver * prescription to 
the patient* inhere was no ease of prescriptions being delivered four or five 
days later (S* 588). Accused Saito did not refnse medical supplies to the Aner» 
lean doctors <R* 389). Hsd Cross asdioal supplies sere linei* the witness 
saw accused Hosotanl visit the side hay on on# oeeesion (a. S9 0). He did not 
see Recused Saito force patients to stand in the open air in the nude, to aa- 
staae a squatting position or to stand at attention (£. 392). 

the next witness for the defense, Yoshlo Katoka, stated that he see 
a medical orderly at Senteujl Camp from 10 January 1944 to 30 Auguat 1943. Bit 
two Immediate snperiora were Sergeant Major Ayano and accused Saito* His job 
me to store medical replies and to nake out reports, they did not always get 
the kinds and quantities of nedlelne they requested fron the Sentsnji Amy hospi- 
tal. Prisoner doctors were permitted to nee the Bed Cross Medical supplies (B. 
@4). they did not have to account in writing how these supplies were used (B. 
395). the witness bought special drugs for Major slater. He thought accused 
Saito knew about this (H. 398), % did not think accused Saito refused to 

treat Major Slater. Prisoner Van Peenaa obtained morphine from accused Salto 
to use on Mm. Japanese personnel could not use Bed Cross nedieal supplies 
whenever they wished (5. 397). Is heard that accused Ho so teal me “alwaye on 
the side” of the prisoners of War (B. 398). 

T&dao tahii, defense witness, testified that he served at the camp 
fron 14 June 1944 to 27 May 1945 (R. 401). He was a medical superior private. 
There were ns complaints that Major Slater did not receive adequate treatment 

(B. 402). 

The defence next presented as a witness Hamate Hatsuyoohi, who tes¬ 
tified he was Army Intendence Sergeant Major at the camp from the first of De¬ 
cember 1941 until the end of May 1944 (R. 404). Accused instructed the Japanese 
personnel concerning private punishment of prisoners. He absolutely prohibited 
such punishment and threatened that violators would be officially punished (H. 
405-406), The prisoners did not complain about accused Hosotanl arid after the 
war's end there were restore among the civilians that he had been too generous 
to the prisoners. Be was surprised when he heard accused Hosotanl was on trial. 
(£, 406). 

Character witness Sususd Hamada, school teacher, testified that ac¬ 
cused Hosotanl'a character was excellent and that his friends feared that a com¬ 
plaint would be made that he was too generous to prisoners of war (R. 414-415) • 

lieutenant General Hlsoshi T&ntura stated that he heard that accused 
Hosotanl was a man of good character (B. 451). He never heard a complaint that 
prisoners at Z-entseJl Camp were slapped, beaten or otherwise mistreated (B. 452). 

N&kanishl, Masco, testified that in September 1944 he, accused 
Hosotanl and accused Saito requested that a convalescent room be established. 

The camp commander did not approve of the plan. However, a few month® later 
it was approved and established (R. 459, 469). 

Tetsn Aauma stated in his testimony that accused Salto v&a one of 
many generations of doctors and two of his sons are members of the same profes¬ 
sion. He is very popular as a physician and is needed as he was the only doctor 
In Ms village. (S. 480-481). 

i Accused Salto, after having been advised of his rights, took the 
stand and testified that he was medical officer at Kentsnjl Army Hospital. In 
1912 and In 1943 he was given the additional duty of being the medical officer 
at Sentsujl Camp. He had this assignment until March 1045 (R. 484). On 16 
January 1943 about 150 prisoner officers came from Osaka to tha mm and prac¬ 
tically all of them were sick. He held side eall every day for a month, Then, 
he held it every second day for four months and thereafter it was held twice a 
week (E. 486). Dr. Van Peenan had a consulting room next to accused’s. There 
was a microscope in the eamp (R. 488) and Dr. Van Peenan used It. Until the 
Spring of 1943 there were stoves la storage and after that there was a large 
hlbaChl in each of tbe sick bays. The prisoners preferred being in the slok 
bay rather than In tbe Any hospital because they bad their own doctors and

om$> commandant doeidod tho amounts of those supplies that would he sent to tho 
different oaops (a* 491)* Be gave the prisoner*doetors Bed Cross medicine as 
it we needed (1* 493). Bareoties and poisons were required to he kept looked 
and the key kept hr the Medical officer (B* 493), There was an Australian den- 
tist at the esap. Accused did not issue all of the novocain to him because 
there were snail quantities of it In the boxes and it was difficult to get the 
eoaasa&iiig officer* e petal oolon to open up new boxes to got the novocain and 
procaine (R, 494). There were two room* between hie office and the Australian 
dentist's roca and he did not eee a patient lose consciousness during an eras* 
lnation of hit taath (5, 498). Prisoner Kellogg died 25 March 1943, The <»uas 
of his death wae acute bronchitie aud catarrhal pneumonia* Accused examined hiss 
on the 4th or 8th of March 1943* Be prescribed medicine te reduce his fewer. 

So and Sr* Tea Peenea watched hie condition fer about a week, during which time 
his fewer fluctuated wery aueh but* in epite of tide, there wae no other evi¬ 
dence of Ulnete in hie cheet or abdomen. Be and Sr. ton Peenan thought It wae 
typhoid fever or typhus (B. 498). He sent samples of his urine and stool to the 
army hospital. In about throe toys the hospital returned a negative report. 
Whenever ha went to tho sick bay Sr. fan Peenan and (Dr. Gottlieb ware there talk¬ 
ing and to thinks that (Dr. Gottlieb also made a diagnosis of Kellogg (B. 499). A- - 
round the 13th er 14th of March the firet symptoms of bronchitis appeared and the 
pneumonia symptoms wars latsr. Sr. Who Psenan agreed with his diagnosis of bron¬ 
chitis, Be heard, through prisoner Jones, that Sr, Gottlieb also agreed with hie 
diagnosis (R, 600). He adalaistored medicines to Kellogg end when to contracted 
pneumonia to was given compresses and injections. He went te the Amy hospital 
twice to arrange It so that Kellogg could be placed In the oxygen tent but the 
ambulance cams shortly after he died, Hs believed the prisoner doctors used eul- 
fathiasol on Kellogg which is the specific medicine to cure catarrhal pneumonia 
(R» SOI), Ho prisoners died in 1943. Tor the two months before Major Slater's 
death aiek bed records were kept on this case (R. 603), Ha did not at first give 
morphine te Dr, fan Pasoan for Major Slater as to requested because morphine is 
effective to step pain but it le only temporary! morphine causes a secondary re¬ 
action} it can cause morphine poieoning. However, he did give morphine to Major 
Slater when to became a gastric ulcer suspect patient. Before to became such a 
suspect to gave him raw eggs or Sulfuric Codine, which are not as effective but 
there is no fear of morphias poisoning or secondary reactions (S, 804), 3s call¬ 
ed Dr, To Chide, a specialist In this type of illness, to assist him in the diag¬ 
nosis of Major Slater (R. 60S). Dr. Tan Peenan*s report on the case (the last 
toe pages of Defense Bxhiblt 78) was written after the autopsy (R« 80?), Be fol¬ 
lowed his own medical Judgement in the treatment of Major Slater (R. 808), Be 
Be stated* *1 lave no oaee in which Z refused to give medicines for a patient 
whose symptoms appeared on him* (1. 813). As to the affidavit which charged 
that to used Red Crete cough asdiclne to sweeten hie tea, to stated that to 
drank green tee end one of its characteristics is its bitterness and that if 
sweetness were added it would spoil this characteristic. He never examined or 
diagnosed a prisoner who tod received injuries from clappings or beatings. Be 
did not ever slap a patient on sick call (R. 618), It io possible that a pa¬ 
tient might have ml sumder stood when to told him or failed to understand shot 
to was doing fer him. He usually examined the front part of thepatlent's body 
and then the bask, when the examination was ended he patted the patient*e 
shoulder and said •O.I.*. Semetiaes when the patient did not underotand to 
repeated the pattlnge toe or three times until to did. As te Specification 2 
against him, to had told the interpreter sad neneemmiesloned offleer that when 
the prisoners Aid something wrong to give them a ehanee of reflection on what 
they did. They evidently idsunderstood because one time to saw Severn prisoners 
who ware in a squatting position. Ho stopped this and told the noa-eommiesioned 
officer laid interpreter that this was net right. Be did not think that the pri¬ 
soners were in suoh position for an hour (R. 811), This was the only time he 
saw prisoners squatting. They Mrs in this position for about 20 minutes. Con¬ 
cerning Specification 3 ho eta tod that mosquitos bits in the dork and under the 
light they do not bite. Ho did not remember the name of Captain william Powell 
or what to looked like (R. 818). A prisoner was made to stand at attention for 
a half hour at the most. Ho was not made to stand without clothing*• When to 
was duty officer to instructed the interpreter and noa-eoramlnsloned officers to 
give the prisons* a chance to think about wtot they did. Because the prisoners 
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at this camp war# practically all officer# and well-educated It wa# not necessary 
to punish them. H# ordered that prlsoaara should ha made to stand for several - 
P^^P* 18 minutes. Probably he did this tea tines. He did aot iafliet pun¬ 
ishment on all for the wrongdoings of others. She lowest period he made a pri¬ 
sons* stand was half an hoar, there see no slapping or mistreatment administers* 
wfesa th«y wore so standing at attention (a. 619). He did not ewer treat a pri- 
for an unusually large number of mooquito hi tea. Concerning Specification 
4» h# stated that hs did not remember the nano of Captain Griffin. He remembered 
the facts. He was talking to nine other officers at a tine it was forbidden by 
esap regulations. Be ordered an investigation of the natter and told either the 
non-costal Mioned officers or the Interpreter to give him "a chance of meditation". 
!e thought there was no ease where the nea-eonmiseioned officer slapped prisoner* 
or made them stand at attention for as long as five hours. Prom calculations he 
aade In court* accused pointed out that the longest time prisoners could he *>**0 
to stand at attention would he a half hour. During this time rigid attention was 
net required. The purpose was for asditation <R. $20). Upon questioning the pri¬ 
soner he was asked whsther hs had a chanoe to meditate and whether he realised he 
was wrong or not* and if he said he did he was released from the position (H. 520, 
521). He demonstrated the position of attention and the position of meditation, 
rbe president commented that when executing the latter he appeared more relaxed 
(B. 531-532). !e read Specification 6 hut had no memory of Captain User Powell. 
Aside from hie testimony under Speeificatlon 3 he knew of no other incident where 
prisoners were required to assume a Japanese seated position. There was no oase, 
as alleged under Speeificatlon 6, where prisoners were forced to stand la medita¬ 
tion in cold weather. In the winter roll calls were held inside ®nd there were 
few eases where a prisoner was late at roll call, which was the most popular in¬ 
cident at that tins (R. 533). He did aot think there wms a time where a prisoner 
had to stand in a position to meditate with hie overcoat on. When he was duty 
officer he did aot permit the wearing of overcoats at formation*. He was famil¬ 
iar with Defease Exhibit 74, and the Japanese documents upon which it Is based. 

Ibe reasons why Zenteuji camp had such a good record in comparison with the ot¬ 
her camps in regard to the number of patients are, as follows* 'The buildings 
at Zentsuji were old army barracks and had better lights and ventilation. The 
kitchen was wide and clean. There were sore medical supplies and sanitary ma-. 
terials there. They were permitted to buy ¥3,000 worth of medical supplies from 
the city stores and this made them complete for all emergencies. Among the pri¬ 
soners wsre specialists doctors, the sturgeon and the dentist. The non-commission¬ 
ed officers of the medical camps were Industrious in the care of patients. 3s and 
his subordinates were conscientious. The Red Cross medical supplies ware utilised 
by the prisoner doctors (5. 533). 

On cross-examination accused Salto stated that he did not remember 
may incidents under Specification 3. He recalled, however, that he saw seven 
officers in a squatting positioh, which was ordered by mistake against hie will 
(B. 631). Under Speeificatlon 3, he failed to remember Captain w.H. Powell. He 
reiterated what he said under direct examination concerning a prisoner who stood 
under a light without clothing (8, 536-626). He never ordered a prisoner to stand 
at attention for infractions of the rules, nor did he see a prisoner fall uncon¬ 
scious from sitting in a squatting position. He stated that during the 53 year# 
of hie life be "never struck any persons" (R. 837). There was not a time when he 
ralked away from morning roll call and left the officere standing at attention. He 
1* a member ef the Japanese Medical Association (3. 538). The Army Hospital at 
Zantsujl did not have as good of facilities as at the sick bay in the camp (R. 

530). One time Dr. Van Beaaaa requested him to issue vitamin pills and vitamin 
B-l Injections which would enable 700 of the prisoners to take vitamin drugs for 
three months, but would exhaust the supply. He refused because the ?ent«uji camp 
was not supposed to use all of these Red Cross supplies (H. 631). He fid not a- 
gree with the prescriptions recommended by Dr. Van Peenan for Major Slater but 
gave him what he thought correct (R. 533). There was a rumor that the medicine 
accused prescribed for him was thrown away by Major Slater (R. 534). when he 
placed Kellogg in the sick bay about March lfibh he prescribed medicine for him. 

A little later then March 18th or 19th he discovered he had catharrhal pneumonia 
(R* 538). He had sufficient facilities in the sick bay to treat this lllxoes 
with the exception of the oxygen respirator (a. 539).

Osu*u Hirobumi, doctor of medicine stated that he examined the 
medical report on Major Slater and in his opinion, the treatment given wae ad¬ 
equate (H. 541). 


Accused Yasuo Kobayashi took the a te nd and testified that he came 
to Sentsuji camp SO February 19*14 and remained there until 19 October the e« «e 
year. He denied he was in Japan during 1942 and 1943 as alleged in the charges 
against him (R. 655). He was the interpreter oreeent during Major Slater* e au¬ 
topsy. Accused Salto was his personal physician when he was at the camp (H.557). 
He did not recall anything concerning the incident alleged in Specification 1. 
Concerning Specification 3 he stated that during a formation Duncan wae wining 
hie face with his handkerchief and would not stop when accused ordered Mm to 
do so. He slapped him lightly and kicked the side of his foot. He did not fall 
down or require medical attention. He read Specification 3 and stated that Corp¬ 
oral Konaishl brought in a detail from work and they broke formation before roll 
call. The corporal ordered him to hive them return. He "hollered* at them and 
they returned. One prisoner came out very slowly and the corporal pushed him in¬ 
to ranks. He failed to remember anything concerning Specification 4 . He only 
accompanied prisoners to Takamatsu station once and never to Saleside station. 

On that one time he went to inspect, and not as a guard and did not touch, slap, 
beat or kids a prisoner (B. 550). Concerning Specification 5 he stated that the 
officers threw the tools on the ground and rushed into the barracks after roll 
call. H© made a speech to them that lasted about 30 minutes, but they were not 
standing at attention. Ee did not call them "pigs" but told them that if a sol¬ 
dier looses his dicipline he is woree than a pig. He did not recall any other 
time when prisoners were forced to remain for any period of time as long as 20 
minutes (it. 561). He did not recall the incident charged under Specification 6 
and never hit any prisoner with a club (!. 561-563). He recalled nothing con¬ 
cerning Specification 7. He read Specification 8 and stated from that on© time 
he slapped Captain Duncan he did not ever slap, kick or beat prisoners of war 
(a. 562). 'hen the prisoners complained to him of the lack of food he used to 
have his wife give them a bowl of rice. He raised rabbits and had, hie wife cook 
them and he sold the meat to the older officers. Once he had hie mother cook 
bean raaeh and 'he sold half to the camp staff and half to the prisoners. He cen¬ 
sored about 400 letters a day coming from the United States and the prisoners 
were happy at the early delivery of the letters because of his rpeedy soneorehip 
(B. 563-563). At the time he kicked Captain Duncrn he had on long civilian boots 
without hobnails (11. 566). The Captain was not sick and was tell sad stout at 
the time, .shea he arrived at the camp Captain Hosotanl suggested to him that no 
private punishment be administered (R. 566). Prisoners were allowed to smoke in 
the barracks if there were near an ash tray (R. 567). He recalled no occasion 
when a prisoner stood too far from an ash tray while smoking (B. 568). 

Accused Shigeo Hashimoto, after having been advised, of his rights 
under SOAP rules, chose to take the stand and to testify in Ms own behalf. His 
right hand was fractured In China. He cannot move the fingers of that .hand. He 
is enable to strike anything with hand without feeling pain at the point of frac¬ 
ture. The charge and specifications against him are incorrect in stating that he 

was at the camp from February 1943. He came to the ZentsuJi camp 20 February 1944 

and remained there until the end of the war. He was a civilian guard. Once in 
every four or six days he accompanied the prisoners "feo the railroad station to 
work. The prisoners did not handle any ammunition or arms. They loaded and re¬ 
loaded iron, freight and airplane parts (H. 575). There were air raid shelters 

for the prisoners at the railway stations (R. 576). He requested the transpor¬ 
tation company to make several improvements for the benefit of the prleoners (R. 
578). He wore white gloves at the camp and Ogimoto did likewise. There was al¬ 
so something wrong with Ogimoto’e right hand and he wore a brace or supporter on 
it. Mori Yarned®, Kateunsge and Kato had something wrong with their right hands. 
Mori and Mateunaga wore white gloves and he was not sure about Kato and 'Yemada 
(R. 579, 580). Accused Hosotanl strictly forbad© them from slapping or 3 trIking 
the prisoners} however, because of the language difficulties he"said "It will be 
all right, you guards will bring POWs to'the office Just by pushing so that the 
POrf will understand what is meant by Just light pushing." There were two or 
three ernes when he was warned by accused Hosotanl (R. 680). Concerning Speci¬ 
fication 1 he stated that Lieutenant Glee was lying on the bed without permission 
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and toid accused he vsa ill (£. 581), Accused indicated by gesture that he should 
go to the doctor. He did not obey him and accused pushed him twice with hie open 
left hand. He did not knock him down a flight of stairs. Oise did not suffer any 
injury from these pushes and did not require any medical attention. He would hare 
suffered pain had he hit hia with his right hand. After reading Specification 2 
he stated that he did not recall Baggett. Be was not in Zentsuji camp in February 
1943 {S. 582). He knew a man at Sakaido station by the name of Obayashi who was a 

guard. He did not recall the name of Captain Griffin or what he looked like but 

he recalled a similar incident as is alleged in Specification 3 (a. 584), There 
was a rule against more than a certain number of prisoners being sauted around a 
table at one time. Because he could not make them understand he asked one of the 
prisonere to go to the office to see the interpreter* He pushed him to make him 

understand what he meant. He did not beat him, kick him or mistreat him in any 

W. Concerning Specifications 4, 5, 6, and ?, accused stated tint he had warned 
the oris oner e not to steal while working at the station. He had an inspection 
end found the prisoner# with bottles of oil they bad taken while on the job. He 
beeas® excited and pushed them one by one with his left fist. He did not kick 
them. They required no medical attention. When he returned to camp h© reported 
it to the duty non-commissioned officer (B. 585, 586). As to Specification 8, 
he remembered Major Maynard and remembered an incident that occurred during an 
air raid. Prisoners were permitted to go to the latrine while the air raid si¬ 
rens were on (R. 586). There was a rule forbidding prisoners from watching ene¬ 
my planes during a raid. They permitted them to go to the latrines in groups of 
two or three during a mid. About 12 or 13 had gone and were in a group outside 
of the window. He ordered them to come in quickly. He went out to the latrine 
and one prisoner said something he did not understand and the attitude of these 
prisoners caused him to believe that they might do violence to him. He pushed 
one of them who was in the front row. He did not knock him down but he "felt" 
that he sight have kicked him. He merely pushed him and he did not fall in the 
urinal trough because it was some distance from thaw. He read Specification 9 
and stated that he did not recall lieutenant Hilton (R. 58?). During the air 
raid one of the prisoners left the room and he told him in Japanese to go back 
and pushed him back into the room. He did not hit, slap or kick him. Concern¬ 
ing Specification 10 he stated that the incident happened the day before the ces¬ 
sation of hostilities. There was great hostility among the public around the 
railroad yards that day. Hanson ran out of the detail without accused’s appro¬ 
val. He got the impression he was escaping and told him in Japanese to return. 

He was so excited that he struck him four or five times on his shoulder. He 
apologised and told Mm if he tried to escape he might be shot. During this 
time Hanson was standing with his feet apart and accused kicked him. He did 
not fall down (.H. 588). He did not tMnk the prisoner required any medical at¬ 
tention. Concerning Specification 11, he stated that he warned the prisoners 
but did not beat, mistreat or abuse them. He thinks, because he did not under¬ 
stand English, that he was misunderstood by the prisoners (R. 589). 

On cross examination accused stated that he took three prisoners to 
the office for infractions of the rules to make them understand hie Intentions as 
he could not speak English. After May 1944 he wore solid rubber shoes. 'Prior to 
that he wore hobnailed shoes. They had no metal caps on them, 3® only pushed 
Lieutenant Giac in the room, at the door andmt the office. He did not push him 
down the stairs. He did not slip and fall (R. 591). Testimony concerning the 
remaining specifications was substantially the same as that given on direct exam¬ 
ination (R. 591-596). 

3. iMalan* 

The record is legally sufficient to support the findings of the commission 
relative to the accused, except as will be hereinafter taken up in thie opinion. 

The commission was constituted by proper authority and had jurisdiction of the ac¬ 
cused and of the offenses. 

The prosecution introduced evidence by means of a former prisoner of war 
who took the stand and by affidavits of former prisoners who had been Interned in 
the camp and were in a position to know the facts of the matters in insue. 
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However wall taken the defense motion for severance might have been, it 
was legally- proper for the commission to deny it (R» 6-9). This eommon trial was 
ordered hy commend of the Supreme Commander of the Allied Powers (BASIC; Ltr, OHQ, 
SOAP, file AC 000.6 (7 May 46)1S, dated 7 May 1546,subject! "Common Trial of 
Yuhei Hosotani, and others" and first Indorsement thereto). 

The defense ohjeetion to the admission of && parte matter on the grounds 
that, at the conclusion of the evidence, the members of the commission have before 
them in writing the prosecution's evidence and only so such of the defense evidence 
ae they can remember, wee properly overruled (R* 16-19). 

The Commission members take an oath to try the case fairly and Justly and 
it must he presumed that they employ necessary methods, such as notes, to aid them 
in remembering the oral testimony. Furthermore, the entire record and exhibit® are 
placed before the reviewing authority in written form and, at that time, if there 
are any errore they are rectified. The defense, in the present case, introduced 
considerable e^ narte matter and it would seem that no injustice resulted because 
the prosecution employed the same methods, furthermore, Dart jc affidavite are 

expressly admissible under paragraph 5d (1) (c) SOAP Regulations Governing Trials 
of Accused ”ar Criminals, S December 1945. This sCAf rule ie legal and in accord¬ 
ance with established practice in military commission trials. Applications of Ya- 
aashlta 66 3. Ct. 340; lx carte Qutrin, 317 U„S. 1, 63 S. Ct. 3; fhlrman. The law 
Of Martial Rule, 276-277. 

a. gfigffM 

The evidence under Specification 4 concerning this accused is insuffi¬ 
cient to support the findings of the commission. The evidence does not positively 
establish the time which the alleged acts were committed as during the time accused 
was in command. It is true some of the affiants mention accused as a perpetrator, 
but it could well have been during the time he was adjutant at the camp and. before 
he assumed command and. In that case, it would then have been the responsibility of 
hie camp commander. The allegations of this specification were not proved beyond a 
reasonable doubt. 

Under Specification 5d all of the affidavits (with one exception which 
will be discussed subsequently hereunder) fail positively to place the time of tho 
alleged offenees as during the period accused was in command, (Seo synopsis of evi¬ 
dence supporting this sub-specification on page 11). Exhibit 46 contradicts Exhibit 
74 as to the date. The one affidavit that alleges that accused was in command is 
Exhibit 98 and prisoner Quinn states that aaehimoto, Qbiya and Hare, administered 
beatings and cruelties and accused was in command and directly responsible. The 
evidence as a whole throughout the ease shove that many of the prisonsre considered 
accused as commanding officer, not only during the three months that he actually 
was, but also during the years preceding this when he was an adjutant at the camp. 

Re hae been found not guilty of command responsibility under Charge I and. the spe¬ 
cifications thereunder. In looking at the affidavit it would appear that this pri¬ 
soner was mistaken, as were the others, as to accused's being in command* Because 
of the reasons set forth above, it raises such a reasonable and strong doubt as to 
accused's guilt under'this sub-apeclfication that it is considered that the find¬ 
ings of the commission were not proper in this regard. 

h. SAITQ 

It Is considered that the testimony as to accused Salto's "contributing 
to the death" of prisoner Kellogg is weak, ae ie pointed out In the motion for dis¬ 
approval of the findings of this accused (B* 8, 9)* One affidavit (Ha:. 29) states 
that the affient believed that Kellogg died from Typhoid but they kept him in the 
berr ( sic) too long instead of sending him to the sick bay. The dffiant is not ver¬ 
sed in medicine and makes this statement as a layman. The other affidavit (Ex. 45) 
states that (1) Kellogg told the affiant that the American doctors at the camp re¬ 
commended to accused that he be sent to the hospital for diagnosis; (3) Kellogg lay 
on hi a bank for two weeks with little or no medicine because accused would not send 
him to the hospital; (3) after two weeks Kellogg died. There ie no evidence that 
positively shows that this caused, accellerated or "contributed to" Kellogg's death. 
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i. < 

•' 6 stretch of the imagination to state that the above evidence estab- 

lifihod accused 5 s guilt, beyond a reasonable doubt, of “contributing to the death* 
of Kellogg, 


Major Tan Peenan, prisoner of war medical doctor, states in hie affi¬ 
davit that Major Slater came to the camp and reported that he had been hospitalised 
for three months at another camp for chronic indlsgestion and abdominal min. Dr. 
Van Peenan thought there was a strong probability of ulcers. He frequently sent 

sU *** accueed with these requests* That Slater be remitted to rest when 
he had pain, that he be given a special diet for the treatment of Ms ulcere and 
that he be furnished a sufficient supply of alltealine powders for the treatment of 
*~® T*p4y was that he could not rest during the day, that he would not 

be allowed roeoial food or specially cooked rl«® and that he might bo given the half 
dozen alkaline powders that remained from a shipment received from the American em¬ 
bassy early in the i»r. He was permitted to purchase from time ta time, end in quaa- 
titiee inat;~ v 1 eient for hie needs, some Japanese alkaline powders which were toler¬ 
ably efficient. Be never had more than one-third the amount of alkaline ha required. 
ms repeated requests for specially cooked rice went unheeded, slater died of seve¬ 
ral hemorrhages of the stomach. He was admitted to the sick bay three weeks before 
Ms death (Sst, 69). 


Despite these statements, Major fan Peenan does not allege that the 
above mentioned acts contributed to, eeoellerated or caused the death of Major 
Slater* It appears that there was a difference in the diagnose® of the doctors, 
ae is a common occurrence among medical men throughout the world. Major Van Peen- 
aa ms not sure of his own diagnosis but stated that there was a “strong probabil¬ 
ity of ulcer*• Accused was not obliged to accept a prisoner-doctor* s diagnosis 
any more than American doetore of our own Medical Dorps were required to accept 
the diagnoses of prisoner-doctors whom we detained during hostilities, Major Van 
Peenan states that accused considered Major slater a malingerer, and it appears 
that accused was einesre in his belief concerning Major slater, Those with army 
experience realise malingering is common in the sway. Major Van Peenan stated 
further that when Major Slater's hemorrhage occurred, accused realised that he 
was in a serious condition and ordered him hospitalized. It is not a war crime 
for a doctor to make an erroneous diagnosis, if it be honestly done, 

e, wm wi 

with the exception of Specifications S and 8, the offenses of which 
accused was found guilty portray only minor offenses. The sentence of 40 years im¬ 
posed on accused average five years per specification. When compared with sentences 
by other oo/viisalons for similar offenses It Is believed that the sentence is too 
severe. This will be taken up further in this review under the Hoietmmendatlone. 

i« Mffi 

Accused is charged under Specification 3, with beating, mistreating 
and abusing prisoner Baggett. All the evidence shows is that Baggett was a victim 
of something not shown and that the Japanese perpetrator was acimitefi IfeoMmoto. 

The prosecution failed to establish guilt under thie specification, and the find¬ 
ings of the commission as to this specification were erroneous. 

The allegations tinder Specification 6 are, likewise, not proved. The 
victim and Japanese perpetrator are named but what he did is undisclosed. The find¬ 
ing of guilty under thie specification should be set aside. 

s 

AH of the points submitted to the reviewing authority in the motions 
b&v© been carefully studied and considered in making the reeorangmV’tiona that will 
be set forth in a subsequent paragraph. 

Except as noted above, the complete record disclose® that all of the 
accused Sad a fair trial and that they were ably represented by competent counsel. 
They took the stand and testified in their own behalf. A careful scrutiny of thie 
entire record fails to disclose any error, other than those pointed out above, which 
injuriously affected the substantial rights--of accused or any failure to acoord them 
a fair - trial in every respect. There is no evidence that accused were not sane at 
the time of the commission of the alleged acts and at the time of trial. 
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The commission sentenced accused Hose tool to confinement at hard 
labor for fir® (6) years. The sentence 1# legal. 

The letter® of elemency hare been read and carefully considered. 

A* l# discussed la the opinion above, the findings of guilty of Spe¬ 
cification 4 and Sub-specification 5d are not properly substantiated. It i« recent- 
that the findings as to these two specifications be disapproved* If this 
recommendation be favorably considered, accused Hosotani would then be guilty of 
but two Sub-specifieatione fixing a responsibility for mistreatment of two prison¬ 
ers by virtue of hie being in command. Odder these circumstances lift is further 
recommended that only so such of the sentence as provides for confinement at hard 
labor for two (2) years be approved. 

Accused Hosotani was confined 20 December 1945 and was sentenced 31 
July 1946. In compliance with established policy, owing to the length of time 
accused spent in confinement prior to the date of sentence, it is further recom¬ 
mended that four and one-half (4j) months of the sentence imposed be remitted, 
suinsc orison, Tokyo, Japan is the appropriate place of confinement* 

b. MJTO 

The commission sentenced accused Salto to confinement at herd labor 
for the term of his natural life. The sentence is legal* 

The letters of clemency have been read and carefully considered. 

It is recossaended that the findings of the commission be approved, 
except that the findings of guilty of contributing to the deaths of Harvey Kellogg 
and Major slater be disapproved. If this recoweendatlon be favorably considered 
the accused would be guilty of the remainder of Specification 1 and eix other spe¬ 
cifications which lack the viciousness and brutality usually found in the trials 
of war criminals* Under these circumstances. It is further recommended that only 
so much of the sentence as provides for confinement at hard labor for ten (10) years 
be approved. Accused Salto was confined 25 November 1946 and me sentenced 31 July 
1946, In compliance with established policy, owing to the length of time accused 
spent in confinement prior to sentence, it is further recommended that five (5) 
months of the sentence imposed be remitted. Sugamo Prison, Tokyo* Japan is the 
appropriate pines of confinement. 

c. 

The commission sentenced accused Kobcyaehi to confinement at hard 
labor for a period of forty (40) years* There are no letters of clemency from 
any member of the commission or from others. Th® sentence is legal* 

By comparison with sentences imposed for like crimes by other war 
crimes commissions. It is believed that the sentence is too severe* It is re- 
eomended that only so much of the sentence as provides for confinement at hard 
labor for fifteen (16) years be approved. 

Accused was confined 20 December 1945 and was sentenced 31. July 1946. 

In compliance with established policy, owing to the length of time accused spent 
in confinement prior to sentence it is further recommended that seven and one-half 
(?|) months of the sentence imposed be remitted. Sugamo Prison, Tokyo, Japan is 
the appropriate place of confinement.

The commission sentenced accused Hashimoto to confinement at hard 
labor for a period of ten (10) years. The sentence is legal. 
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Ttmre are no letters of clemency from any aerators of the ccmmlesion 
or from others. 

For the reasons set forth in the opinion above it is recommendsd 
that the findings of the commission be approved with the exception of Specifi« 
eatione 3 and 6 and that the findings relative to these two specifications be 
disapproved. 


Becanse of the fact that the sentence is not excessive under a 
finding of guilty of the remaining specifications* it is recosmended that the 
sentence to approved.

Specifications and ®£ of Charge II. These were brutal beatings of 

> & type which would Justify a total sentence of at least six years in 

accordance with those returned by other Commissions in similar eases. 

So reduction of the five year sentence is believed justified or re¬ 
commended. 

S&18.9. ** This doctor of many years experience as a civilian practitioner 

could well have been expected to be governed by that kindness and mercy 
found In normal physicians everywhere. The evidence established and the 
commission found that he, on the contrary, willfully withheld treatment 
and failed to discharge his duties as medical officer, to the great 
physical prejudice of his patients as charged in Specification 1. A 
sentence of 18 years for this serious offense against the laws of wer 
and the precepts of common humanity is appropriate os to Specification 
1. In addition, he is proved guilty of the chargee in six other speci¬ 
fications. The offenses in Specification 7 may be argued partially to 
overlap that in Specification 1 and a sentence based upon Specification 
7 should be accordingly reduced. Under these circumstances, an appro¬ 
priate sentence for conviction of specifications 3-7 Inclusive would b® 

IS years. A total appropriate sentence for Salto therefore. Is 30 years. 

Seduction of the life sentence to a sentence of confinement at hard labor 
for 30 years is accordingly recommended. 

SateffailA - A number of brutal occurrences of an atrocious nature in violation 
of the lavs of war vere^, proved against this man. In the light of sentences 
returned by War Crimes Commissions covering many trials, it is believed that , 
a sentence of 38 years confinement at hard labor is appropriate and adequate. 
Seduction of sentence to confinement at hard labor for 3® years is recommended. 

3aaflteate * 7b* trial developed proof of atrocities committed by this accused for 
which the sentence returned is inadequate, STo reduction is recommended.
